To  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1964. 

The  District  lies  mainly  in  the  west  centre  of  Huntingdonshire; 
extending  13  miles  to  the  west  and  10  miles  north  of  the  County 
Town.  It  is  made  up  of  a large  number  of  villages,  and  the 
population  are  mostly  engaged  in  agriculture  and  its  associated 
industries.  There  are  several  large  Airfields,  and  many  British 
and  American  Air  Force  Personnel  and  their  families  are  resident 
in  the  area. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  to 
be  15,050,  a gain  of  430  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  313  live  births  during  the  year,  giving  a crude  birth 
rate  of  20.8  per  thousand  population.  When  adjusted  this  gives  a 
rate  of  25.2  births  per  thousand  population,  which  is  considerably 
above  the  national  rate  of  18.4  per  thousand.  One  hundred  and 
two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  52  being  males  and  50 
females.  The  crude  death  rate  is  6.8  per  thousand  and  the  adjusted 
rate  10.9  per  thousand,  which  is  below  the  national  rate  of  11.3. 

There  were  127  cases  of  Measles  during  the  year,  most  cases 
occurring  in  July  and  December.  Only  4 cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  occurred. 

Three  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 
Two  small  outbreaks  involving  in  all  seven  persons  occurred 
amongst  R.A.F.  personnel  at  Brampton,  and  the  third  was  a large 
outbreak  of  possible  Food  Poisoning  amongst  the  U.S.A.F. 
personnel  at  Alconbury.  174  persons  were  affected  in  all,  of 
whom  156  lived  in  the  District.  Full  investigations  were  made, 
but  no  particular  food  could  be  pin-pointed  as  the  probable 
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cause,  neither  was  any  causative  organism  found  as  the  result  of  the 
examination  of  many  specimens. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  way  that  they 
are  pressing  forward  with  schemes  to  sewer  the  District.  The 
Stukeley’s  scheme  is  at  present  waiting  for  the  result  of  an  enquiry 
which  will  be  held  early  in  1965.  Schemes  to  sewer  Great  Gidding, 
and  Ellington,  Easton  and  Spaldwick  are  also  under  consideration. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I here  record  that  during  the 
year  Coun.  J.  H.  Moss,  m.b.e.,  completed  50  years’  continuous 
service  as  a Member  of  the  Council.  He  attended  his  first  Council 
meeting  on  16th  May,  1914. 

He  was  Chairman  of  the  Council  for  38  years,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  until  June  of  the  present  year, 
having  served  in  this  capacity  since  the  Public  Health  Committee 
was  formed  on  the  present  Committee  system. 

in  concluding,  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
their  Officers  and  Staff,  and  my  Professional  Colleagues  in  the 
District  for  all  the  help  that  they  have  given  me  during  the  past 
year.

Following  investigations  into  the  infiltration  of  surface  water  into  certain 
lengths  of  sewers  at  West  End,  The  Green,  High  Street  and  Grove  Lane, 
Brampton,  it  was  found  necessary  to  open,  inspect  and  renew  some  of  the 
sewer  pipes.  This  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  the  effect  of  it 
could  not  be  gauged  by  the  end  of  the  year.

SCRAP  YARDS 

Concern  has  been  expressed  at  the  unsightliness  of  two  scrap  yards  in  the 
area,  one  at  Bythorn  and  one  at  Molesworth.  The  scrap  yards  are  mainly  used 
for  stripping  scrapped  motor  vehicles.  The  problem  is  one  of  disposal  and  the 
accumulation  of  vehicle  body  shells  piled  on  top  of  each  other  becomes  untidy 
and  unsightly.  Action  has  been  taken,  and  is  still  under  review  by  the  County 
Planning  Authority.
